At an estimated 
expense of $10 a day per each man, 
the cost of this personal service to- 
tals $600,000,000 a year. 


It is not to be presumed that it 


rrould be wise-to eliminate this serv- 
ice. 
It :s a business necessity and 


Its elimination would foster business 


stagnation. However, if this service 
were cut in two by the practice of 
economy on the part of the pur- 
chaser, 'it would release 100,000 men 
for the army 01* work in other in- 
dustries and absorb a waste of 
$1,000,030 i day. 


Many retail establishments arc do- 


ing what they can to co-operate with 
the Commercial Economy board in 
Washington to cut down the wastage 
of man-power and money in super- 
fluous personal service to customers. 


Statistics given us in this connec- 


tion ^stimate that the total income 
of the American people is $50,000,- 
000,000 a year, of which $10,000,000.- 
000 borders on fancy living and $10,- 
000,000.000 more is said _ to be sheer 
waste through such things as the 
Commercial Economy board is deal- 
ing with, including the returned loaf 
of stale bread, the superfluous mer- 
chandise delivery, and so forth. 


A great deal of this $10,000,000,- 


000 a year can be saved by careful 
practices on the part of each of us, 
without injuring general business. 


In studying t?ie methods of econ- 


omy, we must always bear in mind 
that they arc to IK directed against 
waste only. Injury can be done gen- 
eral business through the practices 
o£ misguided thrift—the elimination 
of 
expenditures along 
legitimate
